The election heid in North Carolina on 
prohibition, refurrs from which we submit 
herewith, furnishes a etrixing instance of 
the impracticability of the leaders 
of the temperacce movement and 
shows bow fanaticism and leck of judgment 
may irjure a good cause. 

~The temperance bill on which the vote of 
yesterday was taken, as we understand it, 
prohibits the manufacture of any sort of 
intoxicating |'quor within the state, but 
allows five drug stores in each town 
to keep a stock of liquor, 
which, however, they must import, a» 
none can be manufaciured in the state. 
Any kitizen can obtaio this liquor ip any 
amount upon the certificate of a physician 
that he needs it or upon the writien re- 
quest, signed by three of his neighbors. It 
will be seen that the effect of the bill is 
to destroy the industry of liquor 
making in North Carolina and at the 
same time fail to stop the use of liquor. A 
gentieman who has traveled through the 
state of Nori Carolina in the past two 
weeks says that there is no doubt that a 
judicious bill sgainst intemperance, 
properly framed, would have car- 
ried the state by a large majority 
and that the most of the opposition 
to the present— bill was based pon objec. 
tion to its weak features and not to the bill 
We present below the returns as 
far as we were able to obtain them up to 
the hour of going to press: 

A UNIT AGAINST PROHIBITION, 
Special dispatch to The Coustitution. 

Wiusinoton, N. C., August 4.—As far as heard 
from not a county has given a majority for pro- 
hibition. Both democratic and republican coun- 
t'es have rejected it by large majorities. Before the 
election the chairman of the state prohibition 
association Ciaimed the state by thirty-five thous- 
and to forty thousand majority. 1t looks now like 
it ws about that much the other way. 

SWEPT THE STATE

RALEIon, N.C, August 4.—The election to day 
pamed off quietly. The anti-prohibitionists have 
swept the state by an unprecedented majority, 
perhaps 50,000. The returns come in slow, but 
are sufficient to indicate a light vote with an 
overwhelming victory for the anti-prohibitioniats. 
The strength of the prohibitionists was conceded 
to layin the towne, Raleigh gives an anti-probi- 
bitionist majority of 405; Charlotte, 452; Enfield, 
700: Franklintoa, 280; Greensboro town and two 
Louisburg, 350; Littleton, 400. 
Tie few country precincts heard from show etil) 
grater majorities in proportion for the auti-pro- 
hivitionists, The prohibitionists carry, 60 far, 
nothing. 

UNDER AN AVALANCHE, 
Special dispdtch to the Constitution. 

CHARLOTTE, August 4.—The republicans bere 
voted aimost solidiy for anti-probibition. The 
falling off from the full vote is almost exclusively 
from the democratic vote, about 65 per cent of 
which was cast for prohibition. Chariotte town- 
ship gives 494 majority against probibition, Guil- 
ford county 500 mejority against, Raleigh 1,000 
majority against, Forsythe 600 mojority against. 
It is estimated from reports here, which come in 
slowly, that the prohibition bill will be voted 
down by from 25,090 to 4',000 majority.

The decrease in the grain movement is 
owing to the crop in this vicinity and Ken- 
tucky being far behind that of last year, 
while good crops have prevailed in Georgia 
and Tennessee, and have been suflicient to 
supply local demands.

during the month of July, 123 were for 
Vincinnati, as against ten for Chattanooga 
This reflects the idea which a certain paper 
endeavored to convey some time since, that 
the light grain movement to Cincinnati 
was the result of indiscrimination on the 
part of the Southern road in favor of south- 
ern cities as against Cincinnati. 

The statement of earnings of the road for 
July, 1881, as compared with the same 
month of last year, show an increase of over 
50 per cent in passenger and of over 60 per 
cent in freight earnings. 

THE NORTHEASTERN, 

Athens Banner. 

A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Northeastern road was held yesterday and 
some important actien was taken. Presi- 
dent Foreacre was here and presided. 
Among other things a resolution was 
passed notifying holders of second mort- 
gage bonds to present them for payment 
hy the 18th of September. The object of 
this, as we learn, isto retire these bonds 
entirely, so that when it is necessary bonds 
cau be issued on the whole road. We 
failed to learn the amount of those bonds 
that are outstanding. 
Avother resolution passed calling in all 
the stock which had been taken on the 
upper end of the line, that is from Lulaon 
to Rabun Gap, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to collect this stock. 
Colonel Foreacre reported that 165 men 
were at work on the grading between the 
junction and Clarkesville and it would be 
pushed through as early as possible. The 
contract calls for its completion by Decem- 
ber lst, but he hopes to haye it finished be- 
fore, and most of the iron laid by that time. 
At any rate he assures the board 
that the road wiil be in running 
order to Clarkesville by January 
lst, as agreed on with thecity. The con- 
tract for the grading beyond Clarkesville, 
Colonel Foreacre thinks, will be ready to 
let out by the Ist of September, and as 
soon as this is done the work will be 
hastened forward without reference to the 
time set in the agreement with the city,

THE FLORIDA AND ALABAMA NORTHERN. 
Montgomery Advertiser. 
As noted in our issue of vesterday, a de- 
claration for incorporation of this main- 
moth railway project, was filed in the office 
of the secretary of state on Monday last 
The movement, like most of the railway 
enterprises of the times, takes the public 
by surprise. But for all that, it is a gen 
uine movement, full of life, strong and 
ample in resources, and firmly and wisely 
settled in its purpose to achieve the great 
work it has in band. 
lis northern terminus is on the Tennes- 
see river, at or pear Guntersville; its seuth- 
ern terminus on the line between Fiorida 
and Alabama, in the direction of Chatta 
hoochee. 

This great enterprise, as we are credibly 

informed, was projected and inaugurated 
by Major Walter 8. Gordon, of Jackson 
county, in this state, and, as already inti 
caated, it is in the hands of men who mean 
business and who are entirely competent to 
accomplish that whereunte they have set 
their heads and hearts. 
It is expected that the Muscle Shoals 
canal will be completed in about eighteen 
Its completion will 
give ample transportation by water from 
the northwest to Guntersville, the most 
southerly point on the Tennessee river 
After leaving Guntersville, the proposed 
railway will cross the Alabama Great 
Southern, the Georgia Pacific (which will 
be completed from Atiantato Birmingham 
as soon as the work can be 
done), and the Selma, Rome and Dalton 
railroads. These connections will give to 
this new road avery commanding position; 
it willenable it totransport freight and 
passengers to southeast Alabama and 
Fiorida on terms which cannot be con- 
trolled by any one of the great railroad 
syndicates whose lines now penetrate this 
state, 

The line of the proposed railway, to make 
the shortest route from Chattahoochee to 
Guatersville, would run by Troy, crossing 
the Montgomery and Eufaula railroad be 
tween Montgomery and Union Springs, 
and the Western railroad about Chehaw; 
thence it would run by Dadeville, Oxford 
and Gadsden to Guntersville. A detiection 
of less than forty miles would bring it by 
Montgomery. 

The advantages to this city of opening a 
direct communication with the roads of the 
Erlanger syndicate, by tapping the Alaba- 
ma Great Southern; with the Cole syndi- 
cate, by tapping the Selma, Rome and Dal 
ton; with the Clyde syndicate, by tapping 
the-Georgia Pacific, and with the new i 
nessee river system, which will be opened 
by the Muscle Shoals canal, are realiy too 
great to be enumerated. The southern ex- 
tension of this new giant, if it comes by 
Montgomery, may overshadow the Mont- 
gomery Southern, or may absorb it; but the 
benefits to the city of a route direct to Chat- 
tahoochee, are not to be ignored; they can- 
not be overestimated. Cannot something 
be done to bring this new through line by 
Montgomery, is the momentous question 
that confronts her now. 

We learn that there is no doubt at all 
about the building of the road. , Someoftbe 
men who filed the application for incorp>. 
ration have ail the means required 
aod much more, Others of them, inclu 
ding Msjor Walter S. Gordon, and his 
brother, Genera] John B. Gordon, have ali 
the energy necessary to push it to a 
speedy completion. To-an outsider it 
looks as though self interest 
would induce the projectors of this 
enterprise to build it by Montgomery, but 
the cost of the additional thirty or forty 
miles to bring it by this city, isa smaii 
sum Compared tojits advantages to us, and 
it behooves our business men and real es- 
tate owners to wake up to what is going on, 
and to realize the near possibilities of the 
situation. We learn that the road will be

will be abontt $6,500 per mile for the whole 
route.

HE VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS, 


The Work Before the State Convention 
Yesterday. 

RicHMoND, Va., August 4.—The conservative 
democratic. state convention to nominate 
candidates for governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor, and attorney general, met at noon to- 
day inthe Richmond theater, aad was called 
to order by Koiner, of Au- 
gusta, chairman 
committee, @ho announced 
J. N, Stubbs, of Gloucester, had been selected as 
temporary chairman and J. Bell Bigger as tempo- 
rary secretary. Both were unanimously elected. 

Mr. Stubbs, on taking the chair, made a short 
stirring speech acknowledging the compliment 
and claiming a glorious victory for the party in 
the coming election. 

A resolution was adopted providing that each 
district delegation pro the names of three 
members for each of the following committees: 
On credentials, on permanent organization and 
on resolutions and platform. » three mem- 
bers from each distri 
A state com mi. tee. 
hour’s recess several delegates reported and the 
above mentioned committees were formed. An- 
other recess Was taken to 8 o’clock p. m 

The body reconvened at 3:15 p. m., when the 
commitiee on permanent organization reported 
as follows:

Vice-presidents, Thomas Crafton, of Essex; L 
R Watis, Portsmovth; Genera: Peyton 8 Wise, 
Richmond city; R 8 Poweil, Brunswick ; Generai 
Jubal A Early, Lynchburg, Hon John G Harris, 
Rockingham; P i Barbour, Orange; William 
Kliis, Montgomery, and C G Holland, Danville. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr Bovcock, on taking the chair, said: 

“Gentlemen of the convention, I beg to 
assure you that I auly appreciate 
the honor you have conferred on me in sclecting 
me to preside over the deliverations of this con- 
ven ion-a convention which, whether you look 
to the number and character of iis members of 
which it is composed or the ends which it was 
sent here to accomplish, must be long remember 
ed as one of the most important par'y conven- 
tions ever assembled in the state; and, gentle- 
men, permit me to congratuiate you on the 
brightening auspices under which you have 
assem bied. divine Providence: in 
its mercy has already given us assurance that 
the husbandman will secure a fair share of the 
fruits of earth as a reward for his year’s labor. 
Day aiter day minerals are discovered in differ- 
ent parts of thestate, which, by their bright and 
laughing beauty, make glad the heartsof men. 
Under such influences a spell is soon to be bro- 
ken which has heretofore held in icy bonds the 
energies of our state, and soon under 
a genjal flow of reviving hope aud 
con fidence, currents of active effort in vur midst 
will besent dancing and tingling to the remotest 
fibers of our industrial systems. Uadcr such 
circumstances what manner of men ought we to 
be; so purein thought, so wise in council, so 
firm in action; every resolve we should make in 
reference vo our line of action on public qucstions 
should becharacterized by justice, moderation 
and firmness, and all our intercou:se with each 
other should be marked by courtesy, kindness 
aud brotherly-love. Above all things we 
must rémember that righteousness exalteth a 


nation, but sin is a ieproach to any people, Act- 
uated by +uch a consideration and governed by 
such a policy, what may notsuch a convention 
accomplish in such a sta'e’? I give it to you as 
the great lesson of my life, which is now neither 
snort nor uneventful, thatin the long run great 
results are not to be accomplished by corrupt 
means, hot by tricks, not by artifices, not by un- 
natural alliances, not by corrupt coalitions. 
Nobile ends must be attained by uoble means, and 
if we proye ourselves wise and prudent 
now, and energetic and brave in the coming Car.~ 
vass, | will say, without claiming the spirit or 
wearing the garb of a prophet, that on the ides o1 
November we will achieve « victory which. in it 
thoroughness and completeness wiil only be 
surpassed by the maguificence and briiliancy of 
its results—he results which, beginning at the 
election and continuing on through long years, 
will mark the history of our state with a bright 
line of glory; which neither time nor circum- 
stances Will change; wh'c1 ueither adversity nor 
prosper ty will ever eradicate, but which will 
Staud asa Monument to our prudence aud to the 
grandeur aud importance of our cause.’’

The convention reassembled at 8 p.m., when 
the report of the committee on credeutials was 
submitted and adopted. Some further time was 
given the committee on platform to put that 
document in shape. During the interval Hon. 
John T, Harris and Hon, J. udolph Tucker, in 
answer 1. repeated cCa:ls. addressed the 
conveation in stirring speeches, which were 
received with great enthusiasm. General Wil- 
liam B, Taliaferro, chairman of the committee 
on platform, submitted the following: 

The conservative democratic party of Virginia,

by _ citizens, or by military or civil 
officers Of the government, and the selection for 
pubdlic officers of those who are honest and best 
fitted w fill them; the support of the state goy- 
cruments iu all their rign'ts as the most com pe- 
tent administration of their domestic concerns 
and the surest bulwarks against anti-repubiican 
tendencies, aud the preservation of the general 
government in its whole constitutional vigor as 
the sheét anchor of our peace at home and our 
safety abroad. 

2. fhe maintenance of the public credit of 
Virginia is the essential means of the promoting 
of her prosperity. ihat we condemu 
repudiation in every shape and form as 
a blot upon her honor, a blow at her permanent 
welfare and an obstacle to her progression wealth, 
influence aud power. That we will make every 
effort tosecurea settlement of the public debt 
with the consent of her creditors, which is con- 
sistent with her houor, and dictated by justice 
and sound public policy; that it is eminently 
desirable and p oper that several classes of the 
debt pow existing should be unified so that the 
equality, which is equity, may control in 
the annual payment of interest, and 
the ultimate redemption of tbe principal; 
that with the view of securing such equality we 
pledge our party to use all lawful authority to 
secure & 8_ttlemeut of the state debt, to that there 
shall be but one elass of the public 
debt; that we will use all lawful and 
constitutional means in our power 
to secure a settiement upon the basis of a 3 per 
cent bond, and that the conservative democratic 
party pledges itseif as part of its policy not to 
increase the present rate of taxation. 

3. That we will uphold in its 
full constitutional integrity and efticiency 
oue the public school system for the education 
of both the white and colored children; a system 
inaugurated by the consti.ution of the state and 
estabiished by the action of the conserva- 
tive party years before it was 
required by the constitution and will take most 
efivctive means forthe faithful execution of the 
same by applying to its support all the revenue 
set apart for that object by the constitution or 
otherwise.

The reading of the report was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause, and at the cone -usion it 
was unanimously adopted. 

The following resolution, offered by General 
Taliaferro, was adopted by a unanimous vote, 
amid an enthusiastic display of feeling. 

Resolyed, by this convention, That fn common 
with all good citizens of the union, we regret 
with deep abhorrence the crime of the man 
who aimed the blow at the life of the eminent 
citizen who was called by the constitutional voice 
of fifty millions of people to be presi- 
dent of the United States, and we 
tender to him and to his family thesympathy and 
respect of this convention, and of those we repre 
sent, in his great calamity, and our hearty desire 
for his complete restoration to health and return 
to his important duties, and for the welfare and 
honor of our Common country.

A Little Dispute Over Some Old Sacks. 
ToRoONTO, Ont., August 4.—Referring to the 
mailbag story telegraphed from Washington, the 
Mail, the government organ, says: ‘It is quite 
true that the United States mailbags have been 
continually used in our service, but it is also 
true that tue Canada mailbags have been usd 
in the American service, though on account of 
the greater quantity of the United States mails, 
the balance of the advantage may have been on 
our side. Assoon as the attention of the Capa- 
dian authorities was called to the matter, they 
at once took sieps to enlarge the supply of bags 
for our own service, and of late the alleged 
grievance has been rapidly dimiaished. The mat- 
ter is somewhat triviai for an international excite- 
ment, but in these dull times anything will do for 
a sensationalincident. We area little inclined to 
thiuk that if Postmester-General James would 
push his investigations furiher he would find 
protably that those who have the high privilege 
of making American bags have not been ignorant 
of the use of them outof the country, and that 
the minor postal officials of the United States 
have not been ignorant of the many considera~ 
tions invelved in this international irregularity. 
WASHINGTON, August 4.—Tfhe post-office de- 
partment corroborates the statements telegraphed 
from here relative to the U nited States mailbags 
and pouches being used by the Canadian post-~ 
office authorities for their lecal businers, and 
emphatically contradicts the implication of tne 
Ottawa dispatch of the 3d that Canadian sacks 
and pouches are used in the same Way in the 
United States. The superintendent of railway 
mail service says that during his thir- 
teen years of service he has known 
but one instance of the kind, and that 
was some sears ago, when a Caneda sack found 
its way into the Chicago post-office, and proved 
for several days au object of unusual curiosity.

WOVEN ON THE BRITISH SIDE. 


International Expositions Present aud Prospective 
—Royal Wool and Regal Cotton—Machine- 
ry, Money and Medals— Imports and 
Exporte—Octton Production. 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 

Lonpon, July 20.—At this moment there 
isa remarkably interesting International 
wool and woolen exposition, together with 
the allied industries and the machinery in 
motion, at the colossal Crystal palace, about 
a half-hour’s ride from London. 

I visited it in company with your 
esteemed commissioner, the Hon. H. VY. M. 
Miller,on his return from the midland 
counties, and prior to his departure for 
Scotland, etc.. where he is now journeying 
in the interestsof Atlanta's exposition. 
Through the politeness of P. L. Simmonds, 
¥F. RC. L., one of the most experienced 
promoters of ali industrial and scientific 
expositions in Europe, and the superin- 
tendent of this wuol exhibit, I had occa- 
sion to look clusely into the production and 
manufacture of wool and woolens, 
I may here say that Mr. S8Sim- 
monds has promised his fullest sympathy 
and support in behaif of Atlanta’s exposi- 
tion, and has accepted the position of a 
vice-president thereof. I need hardly 
speak of the advantages of having even 
this gentleman's name identified with the 
first world’s fair of the south. He is, more 
than any man in Europe, prominently and 
practically identified with scientific art and 
industrial expositions, and has been so 
recognized by the various govern- 
ments of Europe, who have duly 
decorated him with appreciative tokens, 
orders or insignia. He is, besides, the

classifications I saw to-day one fleece from 
a merino sheep that weighed 
twenty-one pounds and it has 
alone five varied ‘‘sorts.”’ It will thus be 
seen what a variety of industrial demands 
wool creates in its workings. 

The factories in Great Britain entirely en- 
gaged in wool worsted number 693, and 
those that are purely woolen factories num- 
ber 1,732, Then there are 134 shoddy fac- 
tories, all located in “‘honest Yorkshire.”’ 
Che worsted fictories employ male and 
female hands to the number of 130,925, and 
the woolen factories 134,344, while 
“shoddy” has but 5,079 industrial 
artists Thus, tniscombined wool industry 
per Mr. Simmonds’s well collected and 
digested statements give employment to 
over 300,000 persons, of whom 271,000 are 
sim ple operatives, to 146,500 power looms and 
over 5,500,000 spinning spindies with 734 
doubling spindies. I learn frem Mr. Sim- 
monds that the total number of persons 
Girectly dependent upon the woolen indas- 
tries is fully one million, there being a larger 
number of dependent workers in its auxil- 
iary trades than in connection with any 
other mapufecture. 

It would fill a lerge space to enumer 
ate the other hands employed 
who are not in _ (factories, such as 
wool sorters, combers, hand-loom weavers, 
finishers, dyers, etc They number in the 
relation of one worker out of the factories 
to two within, or say fifty per cent of the 
factories’ manual force, 

BRITISH WOOL EXPORTS. 


The value of the British exported woolen 
manufactures in the shape of flannels, 
blankets, carpets, shawls, worsted stuffs, 
hosiery, yarns, rug, druggets, etc, is esti- 
mated at £20,614,395 for the year 1850, 
showing a decrease as compared with 1870, 
when the exports were valued at £26,904, - 
974, 

THE ORIGIN OF THIS GOLDEN FLEECE. 
Mr. George Golden delivered a lecture at 
Huddersfield, the headquarters of woolen 
industries, on the origin of the woolen 
trade, and from this lecture I might cull a 
vast store of unique information. I have, 
in a previous correspondence, alluded to 
the ignorance I experienced with our cot- 
ton cultivators, and the army of faciors, 
brokers, etc., as to the net cost of a bale of 
cotton to the ordinary planter. May I be 
permitted to ask how many learned 
men in Atlanta could deliver a lec 
ture of popular interest on the 
origin of the cotton trade, that would 
take its literary stand besides Mr. Golden's 
on the origin of the woolen trade I hope 
the Atlanta exposition with its promised 
‘echnical truisms on cotton will not be ua- 
mindful of a mental tribyte in the way of 
a popular treatise telliug the story of our 
great staple.

ties now a days. 

I could from my long loungings about 
Lo don tell wondrous stories regarding 
woolens and the celebrated locality still 
calied ‘‘Cloth Fair,” Bristol Hal!, Halifax, 
Boston, Totners, Norwich, etc , erew rich by 
wool alone In Bristol Thomas blanket gave 
toa woolen and well-known bed covering 
the name it still retains since the year 1340 
Indeed, Bristol is the chief great birthplace 
of such princely merchants as the Cannings, 
or pen a ae as well as the Jays, who grew 
not only into purse princes but patricians, 
and became part of royally through the sim- 
ple agency of their “golden fleece ” 

Hull, too, became a warm woolen nest 
for merchant princes, and then the famous 
family of De La Poles grew great by worsted 
yarns. Look where you wil! into England's 
present day pompous upper-ten and you 
will see woo] cropping out. From the days 
of the dangerous King Athelstan to the 
dandy ones of George [V. when padding 
and puffing made much of the monarch 
and fitule of the man, there is one long 
skein of woolly wealth. And, be it 
noted, that ‘great fairs,” or ex- 
positions, did more to finance and foster 
this varied industry, develop these peers, 
princes, knights and squires than any or all 
the cribbed, cabined and confined stores or 
shops com bined. | 

Constant conspicuous fairs for the exhibit 
and vending of great industries educated 
and enriched their people. Wooi in the 
14th century even inspired the ts, and | 
recall a couplet of the period which sayy, 
“With woollen cloths, all manner of colours, 

By dyers craft’s full diverse, that be ours.” 

To this day they are more ‘diverse’ and 
ours basa variety that speaks wonders of 
art and artizan power with the natural cost 
of the complacent sheep.

MACHINERY, MONEY AND MEDALS, 

To most of the visitors at the last Inter- 
national exposition in Paris, the excellent 
cotton manuiacturing machinery of Messrs. 
Platt Brothers & Co. will not be soon for- 
gotten. To place that machinery in the 
exposition the sum of $120,000 was expend- 
ed. What was the result? 

The ‘‘jurors”—and may the patron saint 

of all international expositions, have mercy 
on all that remains of the souls of ail 
‘‘Jurors!’’—the “jurors,” I say, being large- 
ly composed of French manufacturers, 
dealt out to the Platt firm a# narrow class 
discrimination that I can only character- 
ize as the essence of unscrupulous cute 
yankeedism! They placed certain of the 
Platt productions thateimmeerfered with 
Freach domestic trade in a tariff class 
which denied profitable importation into 
France, and ultimately these French 
rival manufacturers made a seeming fac sim. 
ile of these identical and prohibited goods 
at aless public price, because of a less val- 
uable character or the materials employed. 
I cite this instance of great expense on the 
part of an exhibitor and great heathen 
Chinee rascality on the part of a pecpiein- 
viting exhibitors, as it is but one of a thou- 
sand similar cases. And what has been 
done before in one place is believed to be 
capable of being done again elsewhere. 
The fact is no manufacturer will go to the 
expense of making an exhibit of fabrics, 
e(c, anywhere unless he sees comn ercial 
results are likely to follow. 
I am impressed, however, that many of 
these manufacturers of machinery applica- 
ble to textiles will continue to exhibit 
wherever they can. They like machinery, 
money and medais. Once let them get four 
medals and they want six or more. But 
above ajl they want money. Every one of 
these wool exhibitors have had a pamphlet 
and printed invitation regarding Atlanta’s 
exposition. We await their replies. You 
may lead them even to the water, but not 
always will they drink. Commerce, after 
all, is a shy creature,and manufacturers 
are extremely modest—in a few seleci 
places outside New Jerusalem! 


RECIPROCAL TRADING. 


Ait this season there is a recurrence to the 
vexed question, and I may add, illy-under- 
stood, musbroom subject of “reciprocal 
tradivg.’’ Some persons aver this is but a 
subterfuge policy for a conditional protec- 
tion. Others by a singularly open style of 
logic call it a “balancing of business.” As 
I have on a previous occasion pointed out 
class legislatien in sustaining the slavery of 
commerce on the agricultural population 
of the south by a few oligarchy poli- 
ticians) and _iocal monopolists it 
may be proper that I should say something 
anent ‘‘reciprocal trading,’ however briefly 
my remarks mav be. 

Many sensational journals of New York 
have ‘‘cablegrammea” their constituents 
or readers to death, almost, with violent 
paragraphs regarding ‘‘the drain of gold,” 
bard cash,’ by the United States upon 
England. In face of this the British banks 
have enormous reserves, and never for 
many years has money been so cheap as it 
has been here the past three or four years. 
The United States require hard cash to 
facilitate the financial policy of “specie 
resumption,’ or payments, and a very large 
portion of these payments go into the coffers 
of Europeans. For 32 years England bas 
been successively receiving at least twenty- 
ove million pounds sterling from the 
United States in one way or another of 
‘hard cash.’’ True, last year, 1880. England 
imported of American staple guods, 
including some manufactures, to 
the value of £90,050 000, aud 
America in turn took only £22,000,000 
of British manufactures, But is this a fix- 
ed rule of commercial arithmetic? The 
Uuited States at this time is a great payer 
—unloading her national obligations by the 
exertions of exactions upon one generation 
and gaining momentarily glory in financial 
coups d’etat for the benefit of the treasury 
party in power, and perhaps a future gen- 
eration! The Unitec States purchase pro- 
duce largely in other countries, to-wit, in 
South America, in Cuba, in China, etc. 
When the payments therefor are made 
what proportion of them revert to Engiand 
in the shape of an increased demand in 
those places for Luzlish manufactures? 
This is an oblique beneficial trading to 
England, which will account for much of 
her strong stand as agiinst the alleged and 
inflatedly cabled ‘drain of British goid.”’ 
This point deserves the consideration of 
time-serving parochial political economists, 
who are coquetting with avowed protection 
and “reciprocal trading,’’ which is only 
protection in a thin disguise, 

Another instance to prove that this com- 
mercial arithmetic is nota fixed rule to 
constantly ery loudly about, may be cited. 
Itisthis: During the last few years the 
United Kingdom has been placed on a 
unique position as tothe yield of her soil. 
Her deficits have been $750,000,000, France, 
Germany aod Asia have 8 expe- 
rience’ proportionate deficits.

COTTON, 

When Commissioner Miller was in Man- 
chester he sought the best of the interested 
manufacturers of cotton for some informa- 
tion born of practical investigation. Tech- 
nical education is a power in this age, and 
the more we impart it the more we im- 

rove our rising and our risen generation. 

made some inquiries of Commissioner 
Miller that brought out the following: 

“TI met in Manchester a most worthy and 
high!y esteemed resident of Oldham, of 
the name of William Marcroft,’’ said Com- 
missioner Miller‘ ‘and here are his views on 
a topic THe Constitution through your 
correspondence, will do well to ‘‘ventilate,” 
as the marked inequalities of our cotton 
are closely criticised. 7 

Mr. Marcroft, speaking of a few injuries 
done to cotton before it arrives in England, 
said: *‘lst. The staple of low middling and 
ordinary cottons are largely in consump 
tion in Oldham. Yarns from 20 to 50 counts 
are spun in the same bal). The staple is 
lopg, medium and short, arising, as we 
think, in Oldham, from different species of 
cotton seed and on lands of a varied soil, 
or soil shaded both south and north, getting 
more or less of the aun’s rays, and some 
times we find unripe cotton. This is a very 
serious diversity and inequality to us for 
our machinery and for our increase in de- 
mand.jit is desirable that the same length of 
staple should be equelin the seme spuo 
bali 

‘2. Cotton in being baled at the gin bouse 
is too much neglected as to the dirt, which 
we would gladiy pay for by its absence, if 
weight tothe bale be the oaly idea of the 
ginner! [he dirt and dust should ard cap 
be got out by afan. Seeds, leaf and dirty 
trash ought to be left in America to ferti- 
lize the land. We have no use for them 
here and they retard our industry and 
consequently curtail our consumption of 
what we are reasonably sup to be 
buyers of—clean cotton! The purchaser 
in Envgland buys these bales 
with confidence and wiliingly pays 
the price. Bat he does not 
appreciate*the disregard for that meum and 
tuum which should ever characterize fair 
trading, and furthermore, he does not want 
a gin house “trash’’ at clean cotton prices! 
Dirty cotton, like dirty conduct, injures 
sendnese and consumer!

If the sample shown 
and the classification could be de- 
pended upon, this warehousing expense 
might be readily reduced The cvutton 
when lifted out of the ship might be at once 
forwarded by railway to the buyers, who 
are already contracted with for these “‘ar- 
rivals,” “futures,” “deliveries,” and all 
the other absurdly increasing terminology 
that serve to bewilder the vendor aad 
vendee. This is done to a large extent 
already with Egyptian cotton; why not 
also with American? Weare wedded to our 
old idols in this matter a great deal wo 
zealously. 

“7. Oredit for cotton by Otdham 
companies and others of cotton spinners, 
is usually paid for on receipt of cotton. If 
cotton on being used is found inferior to 
the buying samples could there not be in a 
large town like Oldham a resident arbitra- 
tor whose decision should be fair and final 
in such an evidently equitable matter?’

by the further fact that we go into the 
crop year with upwards of 50,000,000 
bushels of old wheaton hand. The 
decrease in yield of wheat 
will therefore only about equal 
the amount of old wheat left on hand from 
last year’s crop. In other words, we will 
have for consumption and export as 
much wheat as was used last year. The 
figures of the Commercial Bulletin prac- 
tically sustain this view of the case. 
We have all the wheat that kurope 
will need, and even if our crop is fifty 
million bushels less than it was last 
year, we can atill sell to other countries 
100,000,000 bushels, or about all that the 
foreign market will take this year. 

The shortage in the corn crop is put by 
the bears at 200,000,000 bushels. This is 
a large amount at first sight, but when it 
is remembered that the crop of the 
country is about 1,500,000,000 bushels, 
and that less than 100,000,000- bushels is 
exported, it loses its alarming features at 
once. We will have plenty of corn to 
supply the foreign demand, and probably 
enouzh besides to satisfy all home re- 
quirements. 

The object of the bears in presenting 
statements of the losses in wheat and 
corn is to induce people to believe that 
the balance of trade is about to turn 
avainst us—that the railroads will have 
a decreased tonnage—that hard times 
are about to come again. To show bow 
baseless their theories are, we give the 
exports of leading articles during the 
ten months ending April 30:

25th Day's Proceedings—Aagust 4. 
THE SENATE. 


The senate met at the usua! hour, and 
was called to order by President Boynton. 
Prayer was offered and the roll was called, 
and the journal of the previous day was read 
and approved. 

By resolution offered by Mr. Byrd, Hon. 
B. F, Crayton, president of the state agri- 
cultural society, of South Carolina, was in- 
vited to a seat on the floor. 

Mr, Payne presented a memorial on the 
temperance question, which was referred 
to the com mittee on temperance. 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the commit- 
_tee on judiciary, submitted a report on cer- 
tain biile, which was read. 

Mr. Butt made a report on the memorial 
presented by KE. T. Paynein refereucs to 
the Macon and Brunswick railroad, and 
asked to be relieved from its further con- 
sideration, which request was granted. 

Tne roll was called for the introduction 
of new matter. The following bills were 
read the first time: 

Mr. McWhorter—A bill to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of chemical fertilizers 
in this state, and to punish the same as a 
misdemeanor. lKeferred to the committee 
op judiciary. 

Mr. Wilson—A bill to abolish the agri- 
cultural bureau. Referred to the commit- 
tee ou agriculture. 

The following bills were taken up, read 
the third time and disposed of as indicated: 

A bill to define the law of presciiption in 
certain cases. Passed by substitute. 

A bill to repeal the first section of the act 
vesting the granting license to retail intox- 
icating liquors in the town of Louisville in 
the commissioners of said town,etc Passed. 

A bill to repeal an act to consolidate the 
offices of treasurer and clerk of the superior 
court of the county of Webster. Passed. 

A bill to repeal an act to organize the 
county court of the county of Randolph, 
Passed. 

A bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within two miles of the court house 
in the town of Cieveland, in Whitccourly. 
Passed. 

A bill to prohibit the sale of buying and 
selling farm producis in the county of 
Bibb between the hours of sundown and 
supup. Passed. 

A bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within the limits of the 714th dis- 
trict G. M., Carroli county. Passed. 

Mr. Winn moved to take from the table 
the bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within one mile of any chartered 
college or institution of learning. The bill 
was taken up. 

Mr. Winn moved to recommit 
committee on judiciary. 

Mr. Daniel moved to postpone indeti- 
nitely 

Mr. Reid moved to recommit to the com- 
mittee on temperance. 

The bill was recommitted to committee 
on judiciary. 

The following bills were taken up and 
read the second time: 

A bill to prescribe tbe manner of grant- 
ing license wo sell intoxicating liquors in 
the county of Effingham, and to increase 
the fee to $5,008, 

A bill toamend an act establishing the 
county courts of this state so as to allow the 
judges salaries instead of costs, etc. 

A bili to establish a. system of public 
schools for the city of Rome. 

A bill to prescribe the method of grant- 
ing license to sell intoxicating liquors in 
the county of Screven and to increase the 
fee tu $10,000, ‘ 

A bill to reduce the official 
sheriff of Karly county. 

A bill to amend an act te create a board 
of commissioners forthe county of Web. 
ster, 

A bill to provide for the payment of the 
debt of Clarke county. 

A bill to create a new judicial circuit in 
this state, 

Mr. Winn, chairman of the committee on 
corporations, submitted areport on certain 
bills, which was read. 

Mr. McWhorter, chairman of the com- 
mittee on enrollment, reported the follow- 
ing bills asduly enrolled, signed by the 
speaker of the house and ready for the sig- 
nature of the president of the senate:

The bills reported on by the committee 
ou corporations were then read the second 
time, and were as follows: 

A bill to incorporate the Albany, Atilan- 
fic and Gulf transportation company. 
Withdrawn. 

A bill toamend an act to incorporate the 
stone Mountain railway and granite com- 
pany. 

A bill to create a board of commissioners 
for the county of Brooks, etc.

THE HOUSE, 


The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
toorder by thespeaker. Prayer by Rev Mr. 
Kilpatrick The roll was called and the 
journal was read, 

Mr. DuBignon, of Baldwin moved to 
reconsider the bill passed yesterday to tax 
railroads in each county through which 
they pass. On motion of Mr. Rankin 
of Gordon, the motion to reconsider was 
tabled. Yeas 60, nays 55 

The special order was the consideration 
ofa bill to charter the Rome Southern rail- 
road torun from Rome toSt. Marks, Flurida, 
with the right to build branches 
Atlanta, Macon, Brunswick and Columbus 

Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, moved that this 
bill be postponed‘ to Thursday next. He 
argued that the bill contained extraordina- 
ry provisions which should be carefully 
scanned. He had never seen such a simi- 
lar charter. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Estes, Mr. Jem- 
ison moved to make the bill the special or- 
der for next Monday. 

Mr. McBride, of Haralson, wanted the 
bill considered at once 

Mr. Milneropposed the motion to post- 
pone, 

Mr. Rankin favored a postponement. 

Mr. Render opposed the motion to post-

Mr. Polbil!, of Jefferson, moved to set 
the bill for consideration next Wednesday.

On this amendment the yeas and nays 
were ordered and were: yeas 67, nays 77.

FRUITS AND FLOWERS. 


Meeting of the Georgia HMorticaltral 
Sectety. 

The sixth annual convention of the State 
horticulturai society convened in the rooms 
of the state library at half pest eleven 
o'clock yesterday, President Berckmans in 
the chair. 


A number of new members were elected. 


The president delivered an interesting 
address on the many subjects connected 
with horticulture. e also read a sketch 
of the lifeof Samuel T. Gustin, an old 
member of the society, who died in Macon 
on the 8th of last July. 

Several reports were presented and read, 
after which the morning session afijourned 

The afternoon session was called to order 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
at three o'clock by the president. 

Mayor English was introduced and de- 

livered an address of welcome to the mem- 
bers, 
Dr. Jones. of Herndon, delivered an ad- 
dressin reply in behalf of the society. Col- 
onel Tom Howard delivered an interesting 
address. after which Professor Willet, of 
Macon, read an interesting paper on ento- 
molory. 

J. D. Cunningham, of the committee on 
transportation, made a report, which wes 
discussed at considerable length. 

Several other reports were read, after 
which the after:-oon session adjourned. 

The display, which has been 1n the hands 
of Mr. J.J. Toon and Dr. Samuel Hape, was 
particularly fine. 

The rooms of the department of agricul- 
ture presented a picture like ‘a section 
from fairy land.’’ Upon long rows of ta- 
bles were displayed in tempting array such 
a profusion of rare and beautiful fruits as 
could canse nothing but an exclamation of 
surprise and admiration fromevery behold 
er. On entering the large room the Visitor 
was face to face with two stands of orna- 
mental plants of rich and varied hues.

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ARCHBISHOP CROKE, OF CASHEL: 


Atala With the Beal Léader of the 
Irish People—There Must be an Irish 
Parliament, 


Dublin Letterin New York Herald. 
Imagine a tall, erect and perfectly pro- 
portiomed stately figure, clad in a Catholic 
archbishop’s robes, a face handsome, fresh, 
frank, determined and genial,and you 
bave the outlines of a picture for Dr. 
Thomas W. Croke, the .famous archbishop 


of Cashel, a man for many years endeared 
to the — not only of his own diocese, 
but of all Ireland, because his love of coua-~ 
try followed closely after his love of the 
Almighty, and because he was never arfaid 
to brave his superiors and his government 
for the benefit of those who looked upon 
him for advice. 

When I arrived in the south of Lreland a 
few weeks ago I found his name on every 
tongue; ali his movements were topics of 
interest. At Tipperary, when going to a 
public demonstration, I followed in his 
tracks and found the roadways arched at 
intervals for miles with floral emblems of 
devotion to him, the trees hung with mot- 
toes of welcome, and flowers strewn alon 
his path, which was lined by thousands a 
cheering people. Wherever I went nothing 
could exceed his popularity, no charac. 
ter in romanc: was ever the hero 
of more incidents creditable alike to head 
and heart. Spurred by curiosity I ventured 
to visit Thurles, the seat of the archbisho 
of Cashel, a Sunday or two since, and find- 
inga crowd making its way to **The Palace,’’ 
as the residences of the bishops of Ireland 
are somewhat fancifully called, I followed 
in its wake and soon found myself ona 
velvety lawn before a house which, if not 
actually a palace, isa large, beautiful and 
exceedingly comfortable mansion. I found 
the archbishop addressing the peuple. who 
turned out to be a deputation from Water- 
ford, and they had oseen presenting him 
with an address which testified to their 
devotion to him and to their approval of bis 
recent actions. After they had gone his

The British parliament cannot deal satis. 
factorily with irish affairs for many reasons, 
but notab y for three: 

First—Because it 
them. 

Second—Because it cannot view them dis- 
passionately. 

Tbhird—Because it bas not sufficient time 
at its disposal to devote to the consideration 
of them. 

I may add that the Irish popular party 
in the British house of commons can, and 
I believe will, heighten their difficulties 
from day to day acd ultimately render them 
insurmountable. 

Are you of the opinion that independent 
self-rule for Ireland would weaken her 
bonds with Englend, as mavy believe, or 
streugthen them? 

There can be no doubt that the bonds 
would be _ strengthened. people 
discontented and dissatisfied with 
those who rule over them have 
a natural tendency to secession, and that 
tendercy will be in proportion tothe dis 
content. Diminish the grounds of discon- 
tent and in se far you strengthen the union. 

In conceding self.government to Ireland, 
would you consider the federal form of gov- 
ernment the best? 

I think such a government as that of the 
United States is of all others the simplest 
and most satisfactory. Henceif ail British 
dependencies could be formed into a con- 
federation, as the Herald has suggested, 
Ireland beiug a part of it, and holding to 
the other confederated bodies and to the 
imperial parliament the same relationship 
that California, for instance, holds to the 
other states and to the supreme legislature 
at Washington, I, for one, would be thor- 
oughly satisfied, and feel that nothing 
better could be done io this respect for 
Ireland. But this supposition, isto my 
mind, practically impossible. The colonies 
will before long, become independent or 
confederate among themselves, and we 
must confine ourselves, therefore, to Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland alone. Now 
the question comes, would I be satisfied 
with a confederation between the three 
great constituents of the British empire? 
And I unhbesitatingly answer in the affir- 
mative. 

Do you think the intense feeling of 
dislike for England will ever die out in 
Ireland? ' 

I do rot think this feeling will die out in 
our time, or at any future time, unlees 
England alters her attitude altogether ts 
regards this country, and treats it as she 
treats each and every one ot her other 
flourishing independencies. 

W hat has been the effect of the coercion 
act? 

The coercion act has done no good to the 
government, but it has done good to the 
popular cause in Ireland. It has made 
martyrs. Vollatout, It has fixed the de- 
termination of the people to free them- 
selves from rack rents, and it bas influenced 
the hereditary hatred of Saxon rule,
